The farm is tenanted by Calvin Fis- 
sel, and Mrs. Fissel was alone at the house 
with several young children when the blaze 
was first discovered, The fire originated 
from the chimney. Sparks from the blaz- 
ing flue dropped to the porch roof. Mr. 
Fissel was helping to open the drifted road 
and his wife summoned him by telephone. 
She also called neighbors who hurried to- 
ward the burning building, but owning to 
the high waters caused by the melting 
snow, they were unable to cross a creek 
and had to make a wide detour to get to 
the scene of the fire, and by reason of this 
they were detained. When Mr. Fissel and 
others finally reached the place it was 
doomed. They tried to save the furnish- 
ings of the second floor but were driven 
out by the flames. They then devoted 
their energies to saving the first floor furn- 
iture and they got out practically all of 
this. Fortunately all the other structures 
on the place were saved and the one which 
burned was insured. The blaze could have 
been easily extinguished when discovered 
had the men been able to reach the scene 
when first summoned. The house was an 
old landmark in Mt. Joy township. It 
was built in 1S06 and was of the type of 
fine old residences of which but few now 
remain in this county.

Bombs were dropped in the London 


district. Sixteen persons were killed 
and thirty-seven injured. The follow- 
ing official report was issued: 


"Sunday night's air raid appears to 


have beeen carried out by six or sev- 
en enemy airplanes, of which only one 
penetrated into London, The first 
raider passed the Is!e of Tnanet at 
about 9.45 o'clock and proceeded up 
the Thames 
estuary 
into London, 


crossing the capital from the south- 
east to northwest. Bombs were drop- 
ped in various destri«ts between 10.40 
o'clock and 10.55 o'clock. 


"The remaining raiders which at- 


tempted to reach London from the 
northeast across Essex or from the 
oast nlong the line of the Thames, 
were all turned back." 


Another statement gives the casual- 


tics'in the raid Saturday 
night 
as 


eleven killed, including five women 
and three children, and four injured, 
three being children. Only une of 
six airplanes readier!

"This machine," the report states,

to see how the family were getting 
on. 


Unable to get a response to his rap- 


ping, the son raised a window. Struck 
by the gas fumes Bird left the window 
open and ran to the West Scranton 
police station, but the policeman who 
returned with him refused to venture 
past the scarlet fever sign until the 
health director arrived. 


The gas followed the water pipes 


into the house rrom the street, where 
a mine settling had 
broken a gas 


main.

ing. The farm is tenanted by Calvin Fis- 
sel, and Mrs. Fissel was alone at the house 
with «ever<il young children when the blaze 
was first discovered. The fire originated 
from the chimney. Sparks from the blaz­ 
ing flue dropped to the porch roof. Mr. 
Fissel was helping to open the drifted road 
and his w'^ife summoned him by telephone. 
She also called neighbors who hurried to- 
wwd the burning building, but owning to 
the high waters caused by the melting 
snow, they were unable to cross a creek 
and had tD make a wide detour to get to 
the scene of the fire, and by reason of this 
they were detained. When Mr. Fissel and 
others finally reached the place it was 
doomed. They tried to save the furnish­ 
ings of the second floor but were driven 
out by the flames. They then devoted 
their energies to saying the first floor furn­ 
iture and they got out practically all of 
this. Fortunately all the other structures 
on the place were saved and the one which 
burned was insured. The blaze could have 
been easily extinguished when discovered 
had the men been able to reach the scene 
when first summoned.

The Bolshevikl have established a 
staff at Odessa, from which thev are 
conducting the Ukrainian and Ruma­ 
nian campaigns.

Virginia Spoon Bread.—Stir a^cup- 
ful of cornmeal into a pint of scalding 
hot milk, cook five minutes, then add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter and a cup­ 
ful of cold milk, then add two well 
beaten eggs, beat well and gradually 
add another cupful of milk.

baking dish and bake a half hour In a 
hot oven. 
Serve at once from the bak­ 
ing dish.

Pancakcs.—Two 
cup­ 
fuls of fine bread crumbs soaked In 
two cupfuls of milk over night,' then 
beat smooth, add two well-benten eggs, 
a tablespoonful of melted shortening, 
and a cupful of Hour with two ten- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and a half 
teaspoonful of salt sifted with the 
flour. Cook on a hot greased griddle, 
spreading them very thin and serve hot 
with maple sirup.

Easy to Increase Acreage, 
Not only can we greatly increase our 
acreage of useful food crops by such 
impressive and expensive methods as 
draining swamps and Irrigating deserts 
and the homely one of plowing up pas­ 
tures and brush patches, but tlie ex­ 
perts have also been faithfully telling 
us such unpalatable, but now hopeful 
and promising truths as that our acre­ 
age yield of any of the great staples, 
wheat, oats, barley, potatoes, Is barely 
half that of the average yield of any of 
the countries of western Europe, so 
that we havo plenty of room to grow 
and Improve. 
This inferior yield from our match­ 
less American soil Is due partly to less 
labor applied per acre, partly to less 
iertlllzer.

The same is true of any of the 
butter substitutes; buy of a grocer 
who sells it so freely that it is sure 
to be fresh. 
Oleomargarine Is very palatable If 
well made and after working in the 
color and a teaspoonful of sugar, to a 
pound, with more salt if it is liked. It 
will take the place most acceptably of 
r)5-cent butter that is none too good. 
For cake making of various kinds this 
butter substitute will take the place of 
butter with no one the wiser. 
Brown Rice.—Add a teaspoonful of 
salt to three cupfuls of boiling water 
and drop in a half cupful of unpolished 
rice, cook stirring with a fork until 
well boiling, then cook until tender 
more slowly. 
Dry in the oven and 
serve as a vegetable seasoned with 
salt, pepper and hutter.

PAINTS PICTURE OF RUIN 


Newspaper Men Have Narrow Escape 


as They Watch Artillery Battle- 


Outlines of City Still There, 


but It Is a City Sieved by 


Bombardment. 


Headquarters of the Italian Army, 


Northern Italy.—Goritz is a symbol. 
"On to Goritz!" was the cry of the 
duke of Aosta's 
soldiers 
as 
they 


pressed through the little town of Lu- 
cinico a few mouths ago, hghting their 
way down to the*Isonzo river, then 
across the western bridge leading to 
the city, when the cry changed to "Go- 
ritz at last!" 


Then this was reversed when the 


overwhelming invading force of Aus- 
tro-Gerruans took up this same cry, 
"On to Goritz!" pressing down from 
the north, across the northern bridge 
to the citj and ending with "Goritz at 
last!" 


Thus Goritz has become a symbol of 


the huge change which has occurred. 
It was one of the furthest points for- 
ward on the Italian line, the center of 
a \ast aic of fighting fiont stretching 
from Piozzo, far in the north, down to 
the Adriatic at Montefalcone, and it 
was the most populous and important 
city in the great crescent of territory 
which the Italian army had sliced off 
southwestern Austria—some six liun-j 
dred square miles in all. And so Go- 
ritz was symbolic of that entire region 
which has twice changed hands in this 
war, and of the furthest advance in 
the hrst Italian campaigns 


I went to Goritz and saw the city 


on the eve of its agonj. 
It was the 


i last trip made there bv anyone outside 


the military before the retreat began. 
The roar of the great Au^tro-Geiman 
offensive 
already 
had 
commenced, 


(.hough for the moment it was taken 
foi a spasmodic renewal of the cannon- 
ide which had been going on for weeks. 
Within twenty-four hours the enemy 
had crossed the Isouzo 15 miles further 
notth, turned the Italian left wing, 
beaten back the second uimy under 
General Cupello, threatened to envelop 
the thiul army under the duke of Aos- 
ta, brother of the king of Italv, and put 
In execution that gigantic hammer 
stroke by which they Inped to Imish 
Italy and cnpple the whole entente. 


Roads Left Clear. 


My tnj) was mauc by invitation of 


the supreme command, with staff edi- 
tor fiom headquarters as escort. As 
we sped along the road in the big armv. 
automobile I noted there were no 
troops along the road ahd boidering 
flelcis as one sees approaching Veiduii 
or in the Sommc or Flanders. This ab- 
sence <if tloops in the lear was part oC 
the °: '-'•":: adopted, it was explained. 
All the reprovislomng of the army was 
done at ui^,ht and the roads were left 
cleai by day most of the time.

who cannot afford to abandon their 
goods. Tho big stoies are all closed 
and the place has an air of a deserted 
city, with oulj ,i lew stragglers bung- 
ing up the ieai.

people, but onlj 5,000 are left, and 
these make only a scattered showing 
in the wide main sheet funged on 
either side with its shell-torn fronts. It 
was raining hard and this added to the 
lugubrious spectacle.

and Japan's Trade Marks 


For 5ears and years it was "Made 


in Germany." Everything upon which 
such a tag could be placed with any 
show of reason was said to have been 
"Made in Germany." Toys and tools, 
knives and fish hooks, guns and jew- 
elry—everything upon which a high 
profit was desired by the dealer was 
labeled in that way. 


Today Germany is not in high favor, 


and there is scarcely an art.cle in any 
store with a German label. In fact the 
label factories have discontinued the 
printing of "Made in Germany" labels 
for American manufacturers to paste 
upon American products. 


It would seem, then, asserts the 


Houston Post, that this is a good time 
for Americans to learn that the best 
goods of every kind which are manu- 
factured under heaven are "Made in 
America." 


But the manufacturers do not seem 


to think so. Instead of the "Made in 
Germany" labels, we have with us to- 
day "Made in Japan" labels. Thus the 
label printer has had to change his 
label with no resulting benefit to the 
American people. The goods sold un- 
der this misleading label are made in 
American factories by American work- 
men paid American scales. They al- 
ways have been made In America. It 
is likely they always will be made in 
Ameiica. And the fact that they are 
made in America assures the purchaser 
that they are the best goods of the 
kind selling for a like price in the 
world. 


It is time for the "Made in America" 


label to be used on all American made 
goods; and it would not be a bad law 
which would compel American manu- 
facturers to place an American label 
on their every product.

Within twenty-four hours the enemy 
had crossed the Isonzo 15 miles further 
north, turned the Italian left wing, 
beaten back the second army umler 
General Capello. threatened to envelop 
the third army under the duke of Aos­ 
ta, brother of the king of Italy, and put 
in execution that gigantic hammer 
stroke by which they hoped to finish 
Italy and (cripple the whole entente. 
Roads Left Clear. 
My trip was made by invitation of 
the supreme comnmnd, with staiT edi­ 
tor from headquartei's as escort. 
As 
we sped along the road In the big army 
automobile I noted there w^ere no 
troops along the road and bordering 
Gelds as one sees approaching Verdun 
or in tho Somme or Flanders. This ab­ 
sence of troops In' the rear w\ns part of 
the system adopted, it was explained. 
All the reprovisioning of tho army was 
done at night and the roads were left 
clear by day most of tho time. 
Ten miles out we crossed the Ital- 
lan-Austrian frontier and entered Aus­ 
tria. 
At Cornions, an Austrian village on 
the road, ^he signs above the shops 
were all In Italian, showing the Ital­ 
ians were right In tho claim that all 
this section wns racially Italian, 
The cannonade began to bo hoard 
for the first time ten miles west of Go- 
ritz—a low rumble to the north and 
east, with now and then the mufiied 
boom of a great gun. Day by day the 
iire was getting heavier, said our es­ 
cort, who knev/ the groujul l^y lieart, 
and he added that the enemy forces 
had been Increased from 120 battalions 
to 330 battalions. 
As we ])assed through the town of 
Luelnleo, a far-out suburb of Goritz, it 
was seen to be half destroyed. Along

All this hill had been swept 
bare by shell fire, but nature Jiad kind­ 
ly obliterated the scars and the hillside 
was again smiling with its verdure. 
The sound, of firing had now Increased 
(o an enormous roar as we passed Pad 
gera hlil. 
Turning the corner of a shattered 
wall wo saw the Isonzo river lying 
ahead and on the further side Gorltz 
rising In terraces with the huge battle­ 
ments of the citadel towering on the 
right. 
The river looked about the 
width of the Potomac at Washington, 
but N\It}i swifter current from tlie 
mountain feeders. 
Along the edge of 
the river ran rows of shell-torn walls 
with gaping windows. Thl^ whole wa 
ter front had been torn lo pieces, and 
yet jjjany of the demolished remnants 
of the buildings were occupied and 
work along ihe.river wharves was pro­ 
ceeding. 
Old Bridges Replaced. 
The Isonzo river was crossed by the 
wooden bridge-which Italian engineers 
built after all the old bridges had oeen 
blown up, Ox^ one side Jay the wreck 
of a big pontoon.

whole range of ground which had 
passed through this upheaval. 
It was

Everything 
showed the havoc of long continued 
fire. 
In one great court there was a 
pretty little chapel wiiieh had come 
through the ordeal untouched, though 
all around was a wreck. 
Once upon the battlements a com­ 
manding view wiis ahead. 
There w^as 
one peint of vantage where this view 
was particularly good, known as the 
observation post. W’e halted a moment, 
about to enter tho post, but others

No More Observation Post. 
Five of us went down In a heap, 
stunned as with a hammer blow. There 
was a groat, enveloping noise, 'vith tl>o 
smash and crack of walls, the flying cf 
fragments, and then tho heave of tons 
of earth, mortar and masonry, plowed 
up by the huge missile. 
It had struck that observation post, 
just 15 feet av/ay, which we were about 
to enter. There was no more observa­ 
tion post; it W'as swept clean. 
But 
fortunately (he shell had gone straight 
through, battering down massive walls 
and digging a deep trench Into the 
earth where It had exploded under- 
''ground, throwing up great geysers. But 
while (he earth and stone fiew like 
hall, the underground explosion had 
held tho shell fragments. 
Stunned as 
we were, the first impulse was of self- 
preservation. 
A hasty glance showed 
no one was seriously Injured, though 
tho trickle of blood on the right tem­ 
ple of one of the party told that a fly­ 
ing stone had found a mark. 
“They have this range,” said the es­ 
cort as we struggled to our feet, “and 
one shot means that another will fol­ 
low.** 
There was a hasty scramble from the 
battlement, over the tons of debris

Q'he shell had suddenly brought to a 
close our obserratlon of the battle 
front with all its ti;agedy and majestic 
beauty.

Fortunately or unfortunately, I had 
seen it at the last moment when the 
tide was turning. 
Situation Explained. 
At the cafe where we w^ent for lunch 
tho oillcer from headquarters laid out 
the big military map on the table and 
explained the milltavy situation. 
It 
was this: 
The enemy was bringing 
great masses of men to the north of 
the Blansizza plateau. His design was 
Pvident. The Kalians by tlieir last ad­ 
vance had swung a ring which was 
threatening Trieste. 
To save Trieste 
the enemy must force the Italians back 
to tho Isonzo liver, as another Italian 
offensive would clear the Carso range 
and give the Italians the mastery of 
Trieste. 
To the enemy the time had 
come when he must act before the Ital­ 
ians played their final card and held 
the jewel of the Adriatic. 
As we pored over the map the in­ 
creasing roar of the artillery told that 
the enemy was losing no time in his 
pert of the military game. 
The pro­ 
prietor of the cafe \\as an intelligent 
old man, and I asked him If the fire 
we heard was tho same as usual. He 
shook his head and said: 
“No, it is 
very much lieavler and it seems as

letter was written to a Pittsburgh physi 
clan: 


Just got back from a two week's trip to 


the British front and found your letter 
waiting for me. We all appreciate our 
letters from the A. M. P. O. and are glad 
to get news of the fellows. 
We are com- 


fortably located and are all well. There 
has been considerable grip in the unit, 
but it is subsiding. Our food is uood, and 
aside from a lack of fuel, and but for the 
cold rooms, tilings are very satisfactory. 
Jimmy Robinson was up at the British 
casualty cleaning station for two weeks. 
1 was sent up with the next bunch and 
we were at another station for a week 
and ppent the next week in the advance 
me<3ical organizations, namely, field am- 
bulance dressing station and regimental 
aid post, the latter being located in the 
trenches 
On our way up, we passed 


thru the field of the battle of theSomme 


I have heard and read of the effects of 


war on a country. I eaw these effects 
while up at the French front, but I had 
never realized how badly torn jip the 
country can be from artillery fire action. 
For miles, there is nothing standing, all 
buildings and trees completely shot up. 
The ground is a succession of shell holts 
for miles—deep shell holes—so that it 
would be impoemble to cultivate the land 
without first leveling it, for it would be 
impossible to drive a horse and plow 
across such a mess. Towns are marked 
by a succession of foundations. Further 
forward, in tbe section thru which the 
Germans retreated, the roads are lined 
with trees that had been sawed off with 
true Hun efficiency. The devils didn't 
miss a one. 


Hube Wagner, and I were together and 


we had many interesting experiences. 
We were boomed on two nights, pieces 
of shells going thru the hospital tents. 
Aviators come over almost every day to 
take photographs and are bombarded, so 
that there is nearly always danger from 
'ailing pieces of shell. One is compelled 
to wear a helmet at all times outside and 
;o carry a gas mask in the 'ready posi- 
ion.' 


We slept in a tent in the Casualty 


Cleaning Station and we were there dur- 
ng the cold spell, and gee! but it was 
cold. 
Everything 
was frozen—tooth 


crushes, shaving brushes, towele, and 
hoes. At the field ambulance we were 
quartered in a tent a'so. At the advance 
dressing station we were in a cave with 
>atteries all around us and in the aid posts 
we were in dugouts with plenty of rats. 
We visited an aid post in the Hindenburg 
unnel. This was 70 feet below the sur- 
ace. It was lined on all sides with 
planks and they had their own electrict 
ight plant and were really very comfort- 
ble. I was told that in some sections of 
his line it is lined with cement. 


We went up into the front line trench 
n one occasion and were under shell fire 
One shell exploded uncomfortably close 
nd our own shells were screaming by all 
he time. It was no place for a nervoue 
woman. We were glad to get back un- 
lurt, but I wouldn't part with the ex- 
erience. 
We shall probably see a good 


jit more of it before the finish. I hope 


JQ go up with a surgical team.

hospital—that is, if the base hospital is 
far back, but out in front there is always 
a chance of getting hit or gassed.

We visited a camp of tanks and saw 


them in practice, so we feel that we have 
seen and acquired a prejty good prospec- 
tive of the show as it is being run at pres- 
ent. Our hase hospital is full of patients. 
We are to have a 2,000-bed hospital. In 
the pushes the surgical teams may go for- 
ward; we do not know definitely about 
that yet. 


The spirit and morale of the French at 


present is fine They say: "To Hell wfrb 
Russia, the Yanks are with us now." The 
British are strong, and determined and 
we are optimistic as to the outcome, but 
it probably will be a bard rub. In front 
of a base hospital this is not an old man's 
game, but it ia a healthy experience and 
everybody is gaining in weight and ap 
pearance of ruddiness. Let us know as to 
the whereabouts of a very body, and es- 
pecially if any come over here, BO that we 
can arrange to get in touch with them. 


We will be glad to get back, bnt not un 


til this thing \e settled in the right way. 
We get papers from America and Eng- 
land. We also get American magazines 
and medical journals, 00 we are well sop 
plied with current literature.

Due to the War 


Washington.—The present 
golden 


era for American shipping, resulting 
from great demand for ocean tonnage, 
uud the extraordinary profits that have 
been made in our carrying trade by 
sea, have been shown jby research to 
be a recurrence of similar conditions 
that have prevailed three times before 
in the history of the American mer- 
chant marine. 


Whenever there has been any extraor- 


dinary condition to change political 
or economic balances in this or other 
great countries, prosperity for shipping 
has followed, say experts of the Unit- 
ed States shipping board. 


•fin proof of this they point to the 


great expansion of our foreign trade 
following both the Revolutionary war 
and the War of 1812, by which the 
merchants of New York and New Eng- 
land were enriched, and also the for- 
tunes made by American ship owners 
following the Mexican war, with its 
resulting great rush of pioneers to 
the new gold state of California. 


The value of he'r cargoes may be 


judged in that In her 22 years of active 
existence there was paid on them at 
the Salem 
customhouse, in import 


duties, not less than $000.000. 


The George was a tiny ship, as ves- 


sels go nowadays, being only 114 feet 
long, yet she proved a shining example 
in other ways of the glories of the 
early American merchant marine. She

of rich profits. When in 1793 Capt. 
Jonathan Carnes of Salem heard by 
nay of gossip when ashore at Barce- 
lona, Spain, that pepper grew wild 01. 
(lie coasts of Sumatra, he noted the 
imormation carefully. On his arrival 
lioiiif he imparted it to Jonathan Peek 
a S:ilom merchant, who forthwith fit- 
ted out the schooner Rajah, and dis- 
patch d her to Sumatra.

cargo of pepper to be landed in Amer- 
ica,

The Oriental, an American clipper 


built in Now York in 1849. to compete 
with the English tea ships, earned 
$18,000 in freight money on her first 
cargo of tea from Hong-Kong to Lon- 
don. 
Her cost was $70,000. 


In the gold rush to California, in 


1S49 and 1850, many ships earned more 
than their value in a single voyage. 
Demand for space regulated the charge 
for carrying freight, as it does now, 
and the top price reached was $CO a 
ton. 


At this rate the ship Samuel Rus- 


sell earned $72,000 In freight money 
on one voyage—more than her cost. 


Some of the charters made in the 


earlier period of the war for Ameri- 
can vessels were on such a liberal 
basis that 1he freight money for a 
single voyage to Archangel, for exam- 
ple, paid for the ship making the voy- 
age, a condition to be looked for, say 
the experts, in times of abnormal de- 
mand for cargo space.

oratory standpoint, but if you made a 
test of the same values by feeding 
these foods to human beings you would 
Qnd the values varied greatly because 
of the variations of the human or or- 
ganic machinery which handled them. 
Starch, for instance, in the cases of 
*ome individuals, passes through the 
digestive system without the body as- 
similating it and obtaining the addition 
of its heat unlts^ In the cases of other 
Individuals, the same thing would hap- 
pen with beefsteak. 


For this reason we must remember, 


when advising foodstuff for a commp- 
nity, that what is one man's meat is 
another man's poison. 
Thus it be- 


hooves those who have the power to 
regulate foodstuffs for a community to 
be liberal enough in drawing up their 
Hsts to meet the demands of the differ- 
ent capabilities of the digestive system 
of the different individuals. In other 
words, one capable of making a ration- 
al selection must have a thorough 
knowledge of the physiology of food- 
stuffs. 


The people of the state of Pennsyl- 


vania cat too much potato. The largo 
proportion of starch in the composition 
of this vegetable produces a catarrhal 
condition of the digestive tract, which 
Interferes with digestion and leaves the 
patient insufficiently nourished, event- 
ually over n long series of y°ars pro- 
duflns starvation. 


Meat, as a rule, i* «lso overeaten by 


Pennsylvariians. 
Just now, however, 


during the tension of the w ar, we need 
more meat than usual. 


It should also be kept in mind that 


meat will be more easily produced dur- 
ing the war than will vegetables, for 
our trouble will be the want of male 
help to carry out the continuous de- 
mands occasioned by the cultivation of 
\egetablcs during all stages 
from 


planting to gathering, whereas cattle 
can in great measure take care of 
'themselves, and what human help is 
required need not be of the highest de- 
velopment, cither physical or mental. 


Provisions for the Pensions

Section 112 of the national defense 


act of .Tune 3, 191G, provides: "When 
any officer or enlisted man of the Na- 
tional Guard drafted into the service 
of the United States in time of war 
is disabled by reason of wounds or 
disability received or Incurred while 
in the active service of the United 
States in time of war, he shall be en- 
titled to all the benefits of the pension 
laws existing at the time of his serv- 
ice, and in case such officer or enlisted 
man dies in the active service of fche 
United States in time of war or in re- 
turning to his place of residence after 
being mustered out of such service, or 
at any other time in consequence of 
wounds or disabilities received in such 
active service, his widow and children, 
if any, shall be entitled to all the ben- 
efits of such pension laws." 


Mixing Potato Bread. 


the possibilities of increasing the to- 
tal yield in this country cannot be 
estimated. Potatoes are a perishable 
crop—cannot be exported to foreign 
countries, cnnnot be carried over from 
one season to another. The potatoes 
we grow in this country we must use 
at home. The nature of potato starch 
is so nearly the snme as wheat flour 
thnt there is no difficulty in using this 
combination in bread making. 


Last season the farmers of tho 


United States produced about 440,000,- 
000 bushels of potatoes. About 100,- 
000.000 bushels of this crop were small, 
irregular, unmarketable potatoes. 


I earnestly believe that in no other 


way can so great a saving be made in 
food in America with so little labor 
ind so small expense as the use of 
small potatoee in the making of bread 
n place of small grains which can be 
shipped to our soldiers and the fighting 
armies of the allies to help us win this 
war. 


Baked or boiled potatoes, mashed 


or put through ricer, can be substituted 
for one-third the wheat flour in any 
Hndard recipe for making wheat 
bread,

War Time Dishes. 


A two-pound cut of short ribs cook- 


ed in a kettle as stew with a bunch 
of carrots put around it while cooking 
and about twenty minutes before meal 
drop in a few potatoes to cook, the 
meat seasons and flavors the carrot 
and the carrots sweefen the meat. The 
t>roth may be saved and used for soup, 
adding an onion, a tablespoonful of 
rice and egg noodles or any vegetables 
left over from a previous meal. Cut 
up a tablespoonful of parsley in the 
soup just before serving. 


Bread Crumb Bread. 


Take two pounds of left over bread, 


crusts, or rolls, soaked well in plenty 
of water then squeeze out and poss 
the mixture through a sieve to make 
it fine grained, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of molasses, a half tcaspoonful of 
salt, and a half cupful of home made 
yeast, knead in flour until well mixed, 
let rise, mold into loaves and bake.

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Gold Won by Our Ships 


Prosperity of Merchant Marine 
Due to the War 


Washlngton.<^The 
present 
golden 
era for American shipping, resulting 
from great demand for ocean tonnage, 
and tho extraordinary profits that have 
been made in our carrying trade b^^ 
sea, have been shown py research to 
be a recurrence of sliullar conditions 
that have prevailed three times before 
In the history of tho American mer­ 
chant marine. 
Whenever there has been any extraor­ 
dinary condition to change political 
or economic balances In this or other 
great countries, prosperity for shipping 
has followed, say experts of the Unit* 
ed States shipping board, 
i n proof of this they i^olnt to the 
great expansion of our foreign trade 
following both tho Revolutionary war 
and the War of 1812, by which the 
merchants of New York and New Eng­ 
land w^ere enriched, and also tho for­ 
tunes made by American ship owners 
following the Mexican W’ar, with Its 
resulting great rush of pioneers to 
the new gold state of California. 
None of tho stories of fabulous earn­ 
ings of vessels in the merchant marine 
In the first three years of the present 
war—before the shipping board began 
regulating freight charges at sea—are* 
more Interesting than those of the 
wealth won by ships owned In old 
Salem, Mass., in the perlovl in wiilch 
their owners W’cre developing Ameri­ 
can trade with distant parts of the 
earth, following both peaco treaties 
with England. 
In 1799 the ship Mt. Yernon of 
Salem made a profit of $100,000, four 
times her original cost, on a single 
round trip to China, going out with 
sugar, and returning via the Medlter- 
rahean, where she took on silks and 
wines for the American market. 
The owner of the Mt. Vernon, Ellas 
fTlasket Derby, died while she w^as on 
this voyage and left an estate valued 
at $1.000,000, the largest American 
fortune to that time. 
Salem captains v^ero ever on the 
alert for new^ ventures iu those days 
of rich profits. 
When in 1705 Capt. 
Jonathan Carnes of Salem heard by 
way of gossip w’hen ashore at Barce­ 
lona, Spain, that pepper grew wild on 
the coasts of Sumatra, he noted the 
Information carefully. 
On his arrival 
lionif he imparted it to Jonathan Peele. 
a Sj’Jom merchant, who forthwith fit­ 
ted out the schooner Rajah, and dis­ 
patched her to Sumatra. 
The Rajah brought back the first full 
cargo of pepper to be landed in Amer­ 
ica, and her owner reaped the tidy 
profit from its sale of 700 per cent on 
his Investment. 
CtTtain ships, known for their lucky 
voya.'T'-r?, made fortunes for their own­ 
ers. OuQ famous in the annals of that 
perlo ! was the ship George—known a?: 
the “.’iiem frigate”—which made regu­ 
lar Vi yages to the East Indies for 22 
years, accomplishing 21 voyages in all, 
and earned a fortune for George Pea­ 
body, afterward famous as a million-1 
aire philanthropist,

Most of our foodstuffs are made up 
of different constituents. A potato is 
largely 
composed 
starch, wheveas

beefsteak is large­ 
ly

jy (imposed of ni­ 
trogen or protein. 
Starch 
represents 
so many heat-pro­ 
ducing units, and 
beefsteak likewise 
produces its own 
quota. 
This is so v/hen 
you 
consider the 
matter from a lab­ 
oratory standpoint, but If you made a 
test of the same values by feeding 
these foods to human beings you \vould 
Gnd the values varied greatly because 
of the variations of the human or or- 
ijanic machinery which handled them. 
Srarch, for Instance, in the cases of 
iome individuals, passes through the 
digestive system without the body as­ 
similating it and obtaining the addition 
’of its heat unlti^ In the cases of other 
Individuals, the same thing would hap­ 
pen with beefsteak. 
For this reason we must remembei*, 
when advising foodstuff for a comn^- 
nity, that what Is one man’s meat is 
another man’s poison. 
Thus it be­ 
hooves those who have the power to 
regulate foodstuffs for a community to 
be liberal enough in drawing up their 
lists to meet the demands of the differ­ 
ent capabilities of the digestive sy.stem 
of the different individuals. 
In otiier 
words, one capable of making a ration^ 
al selection must have a thorough 
knowledge of tho ijhysiology of food- 
íítuffs. 
q'he people of the state of Pennsyl- 
vanin eat too much potato. The largo 
proportion of starch in the composition 
of this vegetable produces a catarrhal 
condition of the digestive tract, which 
Interferes with digestion and leaves the 
patient insutUclently nourished, event­ 
ually over a long seiies of years pro­ 
ducing starvation, 
Meat, as a rule, is; ^*lso overeaten by 


The value of her cnfgoes may bo 
Judged In that in her 22 years of active 
existence there was paid on them at 
the

The George w’as a tiny ship, as ves­ 
sels go nowadays, being only 114 feet 
long, yet she proved a shining example 
In other ways of the glories of the 
early American merchant marine. She 
hnd tho reputation of carr>ing tho 
most intelligent crows to bo found any­ 
where—except possibly on certain oth­ 
er American ships—and was famed for 
the number of men who graduated 
from her forecastle to the quarter 
deck. 
When she sailed on her first voyage 
to India, in ISlo, hardly a man In her 
crew was twenty-one years old, yet 
each W’as an experienced seaman, and 
nearly every one was a navigator. 
Of the sailors who served on her In 
her long and prosperous Career, 45 be­ 
came captains, 20 chief mates, and six 
sevond mates. 
Thomns M, Saunders, 
who served on her as a boy, passed 
through every grade—of ordinary and 
able seaman, third, second and chief 
mate—and ultimately became her cap­ 
tain. 
The case of the George has been 
cited as an example of tho beneficial 
effect of continued prosperity on a na­ 
tion’s merchant marine. 
Not less than 7,000 men signed aiil- 
cles in the counting room of Joseph 
Peabody to man his fieet, the various 
craft wiilch made 3S voyages to Cal­ 
cutta, 17 to Canton, 32 to Sumatra. 47 
to St. Petersburg and 30 to other Eu­ 
ropean ports. 
In the later period of the so-called 
clipper ship era of the merchant ma­ 
rine, great profits were made by Amer­ 
ican ships at a timd when the vessels 
of other nations w'ere grubbing for 
charters. This w^as due to the superior 
speed of the American vessels. 
The Rainbow, the first distinctly 
clipper ship built anywhere, clearei! 
200 per cent profit on her first voyage 
to China, in 1846. 
The Oriental, an American clipper 
built in Now York in 1S49, to compete 
with the English tea ships, earned 
$‘18,000 in freight money on her first 
cargo of tea from Hong-Kong to Lon­ 
don. Her cost w^as $70,000. 
In the gold rush to California, In 
1849 and 1850, many ships earned more 
than their value in a single voyage. 
Demand for space regulated the charge 
for carrying freight, as it does now, 
and the top price reached was $C0 a 
ton. 
At this rate tho ship Samuel Rus­ 
sell earned $72,000 In freight money 
on one voyage—more than her cost. 
Some of tho charters made In tho 
earlier period of the w^ar for Ameri­ 
can vessels w^ere on such a liberal 
basis that the freight money for a 
single voyage to Archangel, for exam­ 
ple, paid for the ship making the voy­ 
age, a condition to be looked for, say 
the experts, in times of abnormal de­ 
mand for cargo space.

For Wheat and Any Other

Dy P. Q. Holden. 
It Is hardly possible to estimate 
from a standi>olnt of food conservation 
tho grent value of potatoes as u substi­ 
tute for wheat and other grains in the 
making of bread. 
One hundred 
million 
bushels 
of 
small potatoes will save 100,000,000 
bushels of wiieat. About SO per cent 
of tho annual potato crop In tho United 
States consists of small potatoes which 
are unmarketable, mad<^ little use of, 
practically wasted, almost a total loss 
to tho country. 
The small potatoes 
can be substituted for one^thlrd the 
wheat flour used In making bread. Po­ 
tato bread is better bread in every 
way tlum bread made entirely of wheat 
or a combination of wi\eat and other 
grains. 
The use of potatoes in bread is eco­ 
nomical at any time. It is patriotic at 
this time; It utilizes waste potatoes; 
saves wheat and other grain which 
can be exported; saves corn, barley 
and oats which can be used to produce 
meats and fats for our soldiers; gives 
us wiilte, moist and wholesome bread 
for every m eal; does not require ex­ 
tra work for the housewife, nor change 
tho usual custom and practices of the 
home; means two nnd one-third wiieat- 
less days a w’oek, ten wiieatless days 
a month, four wheatless months a 
year. 
Potatoes are grown in every" section 
of the country, found in every home, 
are a universal food. 
Every family 
can produce them. 
Potatoes are an 
abundant crop In the United States;

Provisions for the Pensions 
of Soldiers or Dependents 


Section 112 of the national defense 
act of June 3, 1916, provides: “When 
any oflicer or enlisted man of the Na­ 
tional Guard drafted into the servicti 
of the United States in time of w'ar 
Is disabled by reason of wounds or 
disability received or Incurred while 
In the active .service of the United 
States in time of W’ar, he shall be en­ 
titled to all the benefits of the pension 
lawa existing at the time of his serv­ 
ice, and in case such oflicer or enlisted 
man dies In tho active service of Uie 
United States In time of war or in re­ 
turning to his place of residence after 
being mustered out of such service, or 
at any other time In consequence of 
wounds or disabilities received In such 
active service, his widow and children, 
if any, shall be entitled to all the ben­ 
efits of such pension laws.”

Mixing Potato Bread. 


the possibilities of increasing the to­ 
tal yield in this country cannot be 
estimated. 
Potatoes are a perlshal^lo 
crop—cannot be exported to foreign 
countries, cannot be carried over from 
ono season to another. 
The potatoes 
wo grow in this country we must use 
at home. The nature of potato starch 
Is .so nearly the same as wiieat flour 
that there is no dlfllculty in using this 
combination in bread making. 
Last season the 
farmers of tho 
United States produced about 440,000,- 
000 bushels of potatoes. 
About 100,- 
000.000 bushels of this crop w^ere small, 
irregular, unmarketable potatoes. 
I earnestly believe that In no other 
way can so great a saving be made in 
food in America with so little labor 
and 60 small expense as the use of 
small potatoes in the making of bread 
In place of small grains which can be 
shipped to our soldiers and the fighting 
armies of the allies to help us win this 
war. 
Baked or boiled potatoes, mashed 
or put through rlcer, cim be substituted 
for one-third tho wheat flour in any 
standard recipe for making wiieat 
bread, 
biscuits, 
pancakes, 
w^afiles, 
doughtnuts, pie crusts, etc. When po­ 
tatoes are used, a little less liquid 
may be required In the mixing.

War Time DIchss. 
A two-pound cut of short ribs cook­ 
ed in a kettle as stew with a bunch 
of carrots put around It while cooking 
and about twenty minutes before meal 
drop in a few potatoes to cook, the 
meat seasons and flavors the carrot 
and the carrots sweeten the meat. The 
broth may be saved and used for soup, 
adding an onion, a tablespoonful of 
rice and egg noodles or any vegetables 
left over from a previous meal. 
Cut 
up a tablespoonful of parsley in tho 
soup just before serving. 


Bread Crumb Bread. 
Take two pounds of left over bread, 
crusts, or rolls, soaked well in plenty 
of w’ater then squeeze out and pass 
the mixture through a sieve to mako 
it fine grained, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of molasses, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, and a half cupful of home made 
yeast, knead In flour until well mixed, 
let rise, mold into loaves and bake.

Save on butter, by using olcomar* 
garlne or any vegetable butter. 


FOOOCMMlEllf 
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Food Production Should Be In­ 
creased at AH Cost. 


In his letter to tho public on th« 
lat of January, Hon. W. J. Hanna, Can­ 
ada’s Food Controller, says:— 
“Authoritative 
Information 
has 
reached mo that food shortage in Eu­ 
rope Is terribly real, and only tho 
sternest resolve on tho part of tho pro­ 
ducers, and equally stern economics on 
tho part of all as consumers, can pos­ 
sibly save the situation, 
“France last year had a crop be- 
tw’cen one-third and one-half that of 
a normal year. Women did the w^ork of 
draught animals in a determined effort 
to mako tho Impoverished soil of 
Franco produce every iwsslble ouneo 
of food. They now loo!c to us to mako 
up their deficiency of essential sup­ 
plies. 
“The harvest in Italy was far below 
normal and will require much largf'r 
supplies to feed her people until ni»xt 
harvest. 
“It Is Impossible for the allies to 
spare many cargo carriers to transport 
foodstuff from India, Au??tralla, New 
Zealand and oven tho Argentine Repul)- 
Uc. This means that tho allied nations 
are practically dependent upon North 
America to supply them with tho food 
which must be forthcoming If tenihle 
suffering is to be avoided and the fight­ 
ing etllclency of tho armies maintained. 
“On December 1, the United Stntes 
had not a single bushel of wheat ft)r 
export, after allowance was made for 
domestic requirements on tho basis of 
normal consumption, and the United 
States Food Administration is endeav­ 
oring to bring about a reduction of 20 
per cent In home consumptl>m of whi'at 
and flour. This would release 100,000.- 
000 bushels for export, but the Allies 
will require nearly five times that 
amount before the 1018 harvest. 
Canada Is the only country In the 
world, practically accessible to the Al­ 
lies under present conditions of ship­ 
ping shortage, which has an actual ex­ 
portable surplus of wheat after alhnv- 
ance for normal home requirements. 
Tho surplus today Is not more than 
110,000,000 biishels. 
A reduction of 20 
per cent In our normal consumption 
would save an additional 10,000,OtK) 
bushels for export. 
Tho outlook for 
production of food stuffs In Europe 
next year Is distinctly unfavorable, 
“Such is the situation—grave beyiaid 
anything that we thought possible a 
few months ago. 
Unless our people 
arc aroused to a realization of what 
the world shortage menus to us. to our 
soldiers and to our Allies, and of tho 
terrible possibilities which it entaihu 
disaster Is Inevitable. 
“Production, too, must bo Increased 
to the greatest possible extent. 
Pn's- 
ent war conditions demand extraordi­ 
nary olYorts, and every man. woman, 
boy or girl who can produce food has 
a national duty to do so, 
“I am confident that when the people 
of this country realize that the food 
situation is of utmost gravity they will 
willingly adjust themselves to the ne­ 
cessities of the case and make what­ 
ever sacrifices may be required. The 
call which Is made upon them Is In 
tho name of tho Canadian .soldiers at 
tho front, the allied armies, and tho 
civilian populations of the allied na­ 
tions who have already made food sac­ 
rifices to an extent little realized by 
the people of this country.” 
Here Is an appeal mado by a man, 
upon whom rests the great responslhll- 
ity of a.sslsting in providing food for 
(he allies and the .soldiers at the fr«»nt, 
who are flghtlng the battles In mud 
nnd blood.
